The Contrast 


Sometimes our memories are aid- / 


ed by trifles, in this hope I repeat 
the following contrasts: 

The Southold Budds arrived in 
America in 1632, which is 36 years 
earlier than the Burlington Budds, 
one of whom arrived in 1668. The 
Southold Budds came and remained; 
the Burlington Budds sent a man 
(Thomas) ahead to spy out the land 


Southold Bud/ds landed in eastern 
Massachusetts; the Burlington Budds 
landed in West Jersey. 

The Southold Budds moving south- 
ward reached Morris County about 
1740; they found a Burlington Budd 
(John of Whippany) already there. 
John of Whippany had come to Mor- 
ris County about 1700, that is about |

Subsequent to this date he remov- 
ed with his family to Charlestown, 
South Carolina, and practised medi- 
cine there until his death in 1791. 

He was remembered as a very fine 


gentleman and wore a long cue. Dur-/ 


ing the Revolutionary War he was 
patriotic. He was appointed surgeon 
of a regiment of Artillery raised in 
South Carolina; but he was taken 
prisoner and confined in a prison 
ship at Amelia Island.

When 
the Lackawanna was first construct- 
ed, it had to flank the “Ridge” on 


miles around through Beattville. 
The only available depression 
through which a track could possi- 
bly be built was along the brook 
where the Armstrong buildings nes- 
tled between two hills; it was. the 
only way to get a track from Andover 
and Johnsonburg to Blairstown and 


the Delaware Water Gap; the coun-.

We had been told from boyhood 
that the track would strike the cor- 


ner of Armstrong’s barn and pas: 


directly through the wagonhouse, and 
follow the brook to Federal Spring. 

That was the day of hand shovels 
and wheclbarrows, but the coming 
of dynamite and the steam shov-l 
turned the world upside down. 

William Shaver, so far as my 
knowledge goes, was the first man 
in the community to figure it out. 
The track has come; it crosses the 
brook at right angles; the barn still 
stands undisturbed on its original 
site, but two high hills are trench- 
ed with railroad cuts. 

_ This prophesy of Shaver’s was the 
talk of the neighborhood. It meant 
that the engineers would have to 
blast through two hills of solid slate 
and limestone, making in each a cut 
nearly 100 feet deep.

between Hope and Johnsonburg, N. 
J. We understand that Mr. Ogden 
‘planned to occupy the remaining 
6,000 acres, but we wonder that we 
do not have some mention of his 
plans, that his brothers did not at- 
tempt to go to West Florida, that he 
‘did not form a colony to occupy his 
‘share. 

The Swayze Brothers organized’a 
‘colony, said to consist of seventy-two 
families, occupying three vessels, 
which later sailed from Perth Am- 
boy in the late fall of 1772 and ar- 
‘rived on the Homa Chita early in 
1773. The usual trip was via Pensa- 
‘cola, Fla., and across Lake Ponchar- 
‘train to the Mississippi and up to the 
‘Homa Chita River, passing through 
‘Spanish territory on the lower Mis- 
‘sissippi.

York. The family have rumors that 
ne was lost at sea, but the official 
record is that on Oct. 8th, 1774, John 
Blagge, a gentleman of New York;

The Gibbs organization that issued 
those bulletins consisted of a Nation- 
al Family Council; among the 
groups which hold annual reunions 
are the Blandford Branch and the 
Cape Cod Branch, both of  Mass., 
and the Southern Branch at Goose 
Foot Church near Charleston, S. C. 
Most individuals deriving from the 
Southern Branch spell the surname 
Gibbes. 

Yet, with all this widespread ac- 
tivity and research, it is unfortunate 
that up to the present time no defin- 
ite information has been obtained as 
to the parentage of John Gibbs, the 
pioneer, who married Nancy Sway- 
ze and became the Founder of the 
Gibbs Family of Warren County, 
New Jersey.
